THE TRIO, BISMARCK, ANDRASSY AND 
GORTSCHAKOFF. 


Fixing Up the Slate for Peace or War on the Conti- 
nent—The Extreme Jesnits cf Rome—The 
Ameer and the Advancing British 
—Another Russian Dofeat. 


Loxpox, Sept. 23.—The Paris Corresponde pr 
of the Times says: “On both of the main petits 
which induced the interview between the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, British foreign secretary, and 
M. Waddington, French minister of foreign af- 
fairs, namely, the Greek and Egyptian questions, 
the understanding between the two powers is 
complete, As to the plans attributed to Austria, 
Germany aud Russia, it is naturally held that 
neither France nor England have to pay mach 
attention to them or modify In any way the policy 
they are pursuing. Prince Bismarek’s visit ta 
Count Andrassy is merely designed to show the 
cordiality and unity of views of the two states- 
men, and Count Andrassy, in all probability, 
will retire from his present oflice only to become 
the third great chancellorin Europe, while Biron 
Haymerle will till, in Austria, the speciatist role 
filled in Germany by Count Von Bulow. If 
Prince Bismarck has not suceeeded m Russia, 
where Prince Gortschakolf's age protect. him 
from any change, he will at least suceeed in 
Austria, and Count Schouvalotl is still youn: 
enough to wait his turn patientiy. There is no 
reason why the future Austrian chancellor 
should have a different policy from that whieh 
he has yad as minister of forcign affairs." 5 


Bismarck and Audrassy. 

LONDON, Sept. 23.—A_ dispatch from Vienn: 
announges, in an interview between Bisina 
and Andrassy, that it has been agreed that the 
interests of Germany and Austro-Hungary ar 
identical, and tbat the political aspect of Europ 
is such that there is no doubt that both empire: 
will be able to assert their interests, maintainiug 
at the same time peaceful relations with other 
countries, The conference between the Gor- 
man chancellor and the Austrian premier, is ssid 
to have been very cordial, and to have strength- 
ened the provahity Ofthoutabliatnneit-epeee 
proposed offeng nd defensive alliance De- 
tween the two governments represinted. 


the Extreme Jesuits. 

Brussevs, Sept. 28.—The Nouvelles du Dour 
states that Frere Orban, mintster of forcisn 
affairs, has gone to Rome, ineoznilo, to nego. 
tinte with the Vatican respecting the attitude of 
the Beleian clergy. That Journal says: Car- 
dinal Nina, the Papal secretary of stiate, inclines 
to moderation, but the Jesuits are pushing mat- 
ters to extremes. The Belgian bishops hive 
asked the Pope for precise instructions, which 
the Pope hesitates ta give. The threatened re- 
{usal of the sacraments by the bishops to the 
elementary school teachers, who retain their 
posts under the new system, has so far led to 
the resignation of only 100 out of a total of 
7,500 teachers.” The report that Minister Frere 
Orban has gone to the Vatican is bighly im- 
probable.

What the Ameer Wants, 

Lonpox,*Sept. 23.—A dispatch from Simla 
states that a special mission from the Ameer is 
now on its way to the Indian fronticr to seek an 
interview with Viceroy Lytton. The subject of 
this movement is believed to be to induce the 
latter to abandon the advance on Cabul, In 
view of the doubts entertained of the Ameer’s 
loyalty to the British this mission is viewed 
with distrust, and the opinion is openly expressed 
by the commanders of the English forces and 
others that it can only be explained upon the 
theory that Yakoob Khan is in seeret league 
with Russia, and is thus. seeking to gain time. 
The mission has already arrived “t—AL_Kheyl, 
en route to the present headquarters of th 
roy. The feeling among English troops is 
strongly ugainst the granting of any concessions 
of the kind, which will probably be demanded 
by Ameer. 


Dafeat of the Russians, 

SIMLA, Sept. 23.— Oficial intelligence has been 
received here and confirmed from two authen- 
tic sources, by way of Persia, that the Russian 
advanced column had been defeated by the 
Turcomans at Gcoktepe, with a loss of 700 
killed, and that the Russians are falling back 
on Beurma, 


The French Wheat Crop. 

Panis, Sept. 23.—The Bulletin des Halles re. 
ports that the new wheat threshed so far is un- 
satisfactory both in yield and quality, being de- 
ficient even in districts whero it was expected 
to be favorable. In several departments the 
new wheat fetches from three to four francs 
per quintal less than the old, some of it requir- 
ing several months drying before it can b> 
milled.

A Terribic Gash. 

Quincy, Ill., Sept 22.—A_ terrible affair and 
supposed murder has just come to light two 
miles from La Prairie, in the northeastern part 
of this county, resulting in the death of Samuct 
Hickson, an aged and highly respected farmer, 
in that locality. He some eight ycars ago mar- 
ried Mrs. Wilson, a widow. She had five chil- 
dren, among them William, who was only half- 
witted. He was cmployedabout the farm by 
Mr. Hickson. Wednesday morning last they 
went to a distant part of the farm to repair 
fences, young Wilson carrying an axe, About 
11 o’clock the boy returned to the house and 
said he had killed Hickson. His brother went 
with him and found the step-father prostrate 
and unconscious with a deep gash over the 
right eye. Young Wilson says Hickson was 
holdinga post and told him to strike it, whicb he 
did, the axe glancing off and striking him on the 
head.
